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Report of the Board of Education. 


Perhaps no two periodicals are annually more looked for by 
the people of our land, than the Farmer’s Almanac and the re- 
port of the School Board. We fear that both by being issued so 
long by the same authors may become a little stale. If it is im- 
portant that we should know the day, month and time of sun 
rising and setting, it is no less important that the people who 
pay taxes should know how the money appropriated for schools 
has been expended, the state of their school property, the con- 
dition of their schools, the progress made, and also the needs for 
the necessary advancement of the cause of education. To this 
end, your School Board, who have labored together, so harmoni- 
ously, for the last three years, with the one great object in view, 
to so manage the affairs of the Districts, that the best results may 
be obtained, submit the following brief report : 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


The spring and summer terms taught by Miss Nolia Abbott, 
although a new experience to the teacher, good results were ob- 
tained to most of the pupils, and with more care on the part of 
some of the parents greater advantage would have been obtained 
by their children. 

Mrs. Rose Prescott taught the winter term, and we have failed 
to hear a word of complaint from a single parent, and we think 
that Mrs. Prescott has surpassed the excellent reputation which as 
a teacher she possessed as Miss Colburn: 
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DISTRICT No. 3. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


_ Miss Susie Henderson taught this department during the en- 
tire year and the Committee were well satisfied with the results 
of the year’s work, especially with her ability as a disciplinarian. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


George K. Wood, for the three terms of this year, has not 
abated a whit in his interest in the school during school hours and 
outside of school,.and by his untiring zeal has brought this school 
to a high degree of excellence, both in deportment and scholar- 
ship. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


This school was fortunate in securing the services of Mabel C. 
Downes for the entire school year. Miss Downes’ previous ex- 
perience with the school enabled her to make every day tell, and 
the close of each term showed that good work had heen done. 
When there is good order in school, good feeling between teacher 
and pupils and absence of fault-finding outside, about all the ele- 
ments of success are there, and the visitors present at different 
times proved no lack of interest among parents. We hope to 
retain her as long as she follows the vocation. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


This school was favored with the services of a good experi- 
enced teacher, the entire school year, Maria A. Richardson, and 
as the result, more progress was made than previous. years when 
the teacher taught but a single term. The school was small in 
spring and autumn, and the additions from No. 7 in the winter 
hardly balanced the removals. At this date, ‘‘ Ward 5” has 
not a sufficient number of scholars within its limits to run a 
school to advantage, and if volunteers do not appear in the near 
future, a suspension of the school is enevitable. Alas! how art. 
thou fallen. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


In this District there were only two terms, taught by Miss Jen- 
nie Shattuck. Good order and zood lessons showed that both 
teacher and scholars appreciated their surroundings and we can 
willingly give the highest commendations to the teacher for the 
year’s work. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


The increase in numbers in this district necessitated the hold- 
ing of two terms of school, summer and fall. Emma J. Duncklee, 
fresh from our Academy, received a call, accepted, and was settled 
over the summer term; her services proving so entirely satisfac- 
tory to the board, parents and pupils, she was retained for the 
fall term, with equally good results. The life, zeal and thorough- 
ness manifested by the teacher was commendable. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


Although ie are but four scholars in its limits, it was 
thought best to have a term here in the summer, and Nellie M.. 
Dean was placed in charge. Considering the amount of working 
material, Miss Dean made a quite creditable showing. 

Late in the fall, in accordance with a desire of the parents for 
another term, Emma J. Duncklee was put in keeping of its in- 
terests. Miss Duncklee bids fair tomake one of our best teach- 
ers, if we may judge by her success the present year. 


From the registers returned, we learn that there have been 
taught in town the past year 178 weeks of public school, an in- 
crease of 15 over the previous year, taught by 9 different teach- 
érs, 2 less than last year and attended by 132 different scholars. 

As the No. 1 teacher is born, not made, and an article rare, 
and of great value on account of its rarity, we have employed the 
same teacher for a succession of terms, where satisfaction was 
given and their services could be obtained, believing it to be 
economy of time and money. 
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SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The liberal appropriation of $400 made by the town at the 
last’ Annual Meeting has been, as by report of the Treasurer, 
economicaily expended in furnishing new seats and desks, of an 
improved pattern, for Nos. 1, 38, upper, and 6, besides much gen- 
eral repairing of 6, so that they are made much more convenient, | 
comfortable and attractive. 

The house in No. 7, if a school is to be held there, as appear- 
ances now indicate, needs repairing with new seats and benches, 
doors, windows, etc. Ifthe public buildings of a town are a criterion 
by which to judge of its prosperity and success, we hope our citizens 
will see the importance of making our school houses sightly and 
convenient tnd appropriate their money accordingly. | 

If teachers would conform more strictly to the law, printed upon 
the outside of their register, in regard to properly filling out and 
returning the same, they would save the School Board much 
time and inconvenience, to say nothing of those perplexing 
thoughts. | 
_ As we visit our schools and attempt to institute a comparison 
with the schools of forty years ago, no feature to us is more visible 
than the method of teaching reading and writing. In former 
times the art of teaching reading applied only to the printed page, 
so that after a child had learned to read and could follow the copy 
mechanically, he was unable to read writing until he had learned 
the art, which was no light task. Now, by constant drill and 
practice from the beginning, upon the board and paper, they ac- 
quire a knowledge of reading and writing simultaneously. If the 
amount of stationery used by the children of to-day is a mark by 
which to judge, then great improvement must have been made. ~ 

As the future of this country largely depends upon the kind of 
men and women who shall bear sway, and as the making of those 
men and women is a work closely connected with our com- 
mon schools, the question arises, what shall be taught in our 
schools? The good book says, ‘‘A little learning is a dangerous 
thing ;” also, ‘‘Much learning doth make thee mad.” The cram- 
ing system is exploded. The crowding the mind to the detri- 
ment of the physical and moral powers is nothing less than suicide. 
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‘‘A sound mind in a sound body,” is an old but true adage. 
When teachers understand that they are teaching for all time, 
that the instruction imparted has much to do in raising the stand- 
ard of our country, and that education, so lasting, should be an 
education of the physical, moral and mental powers ; when children 
understand what they are sent to school for, to prepare for the 
after duties of life; when parents know for what their children are 
adapted and educate them for that vocation; when ,tax payers 
realize that money paid for the support of schools is for the 
public good, we may expect more right men in the right place, 
more honor and less theiving and rascality in our land. Many a 
good farmer or mechanic has been spoiled to make a poor profes- 
sional man, through the vain desire of parents to place their son on 
the worthy list. A walking encyclopcedia is valuelesss when that 
is all, with no adaptation to anything and no motive power behind. 
Every town exhibits its true character by its public schools. 
The schools are just what the town makes them. If the standard 
of our citizens is high, then our schools are of a high order. The 
people make our schools, and inthem we find the germ which is 
to make our American citizenship. Let those children have that 
physical training, without which the full development of the mind 
is not realized, that moral teaching which will enable them to be- 
come citizens whose word and act are above question, whose 
sense of honor and uprightness will so revolutionize the affairs 
of the day that forgery, stealing, intemperance, and the many 
vices shall be banished from our land. 

We earnestly bespeak for our schools, faithful, practical teach- 
ers, an appropriation from the town adequate to the wants of our 
schools, the best efforts of our citizens in fostering these institu- 
tions, and a due ‘appreciation of their value by our children.
